Word Puzzles Acclaimed 
In Encyclopedia Feature 


The crossword puzzle has been 
given an official accolade — an 
article of its own in the 1961 edi­ 
tion of the Encyclopaedia Britan 
nica. 


In his article. M artin Dell, car 
toonist and puzzle m aker for the 
Chicago Tribune Synlcate. reports 
that the first crosswords appeared 
in England during the 19th cen­ 
tury. They were of an elementary 
kind apparently derived from the 
word square, a group of words 
arranged so the letters read alike 
vertically and horizontally. These 
were printed in children's puzzle 
books and periodicals. 


The first modern crossword puz­ 
zle was published on December 
21, 1913 in Fun, the Sunday sup­ 
plement of the New York World 
Encyclopaedia 
Britannica 
points 
out that by 1923 puzzles appeared 
in leading newspapers and were 
the most talked of form of enter­ 
tainm ent in the United States. 
Although the most fam iliar form 
of the puzzle is a diagram , usually 
rectangular divided into symmet­ 
rical blank and canceled squares, 
there are scores of others, as not­ 
ed by EB. Some of them are an 
asym m etrical 
s c a t t e r i n g of 
squares, a plain diagram with no 
squares cancelled and the ends 
of words m arked simply with a 
thick line, pictorial designs either 
outlining the diagram or within it, 
diagram less puzzles with no clue 
given to the position or length of 
words.

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Sentence Vs. Execution 


In the morass of issues presented by the rash of airliner 
hijackings that has erupted of late. Congress has injected one 
more that will surely later trigger some explosive controversy. 


Calling for the death sentence for those who would steal 
airplanes has not, understandably in the heated feelings current 
over air piracies, triggered much response. Seemingly, the na­ 
tion as a whole is in accord with the action in Washington. 


But there » ill be great controversy the first time the capi­ 
tal punishment possibility is tested. 


No long-standing issue for debate has suddenly created 
more interest in recent years than the issue of capital punish­ 
ment. The tide of feeling has been more and more for the 
abolition of the death sentence. 


Fewer death sentences are meted today than ever before 
in ratio to the crimes—both because many states have done 
away with the supreme punishment and because sentencing 
jurists have grown more reluctant to decree death, both be­ 
cause of the sizeable popular feeling against executions and 
because, they have indicated, they feel it would result in a 
waste of money as so many death sentences are commuted by 
governors of states. 


Vicious, purposeless killings—and they are usually the mul­ 
tiple ones-seem today to be the only actions in which the pub­ 
lic attitude endorses death sentences. 


Death sentences for kidnapping appear endorsed only 
when an infant has been slain. 


So w hat would happen if the death sentence were given 
the hijacker of a Pan American DCS last week? 


The passengers were unharmed and reported being treated 
altogether royally on their detour to Havana .Airport. The hi­ 
jacker himself is apparently not a really rational human being, 
although almost certainly not criminally insane. 


It is not realistic to believe execution of this—or perhaps 
any hi-jacker—would be approved in this country or in the 
many nations of the world whose peoples are quick to leap to 
criticism of the United States. 


If the execution of the twisted Caryl Chessman resulted 
in great manifestations of disapproval-w hat then of an air 
pirate who has perhaps merely been responsible for physical 
discomfort of a planeload of passengers? 


The death penalty, we believe, and especially in cases of 
no bloodshed, is on its way out, Mr. Congressmen.

For Nikita? 
■■Guesses

With the Berlin crisis tempora­ 
rily on dead center, what is So­ 
viet Premier Nikita Khrushchev's 
next 
target 
for Russian power 
politics? 
Apparently feeling confident of 
victory in Berlin — a view not 
shared by the free world—Khrush­ 
chev^ according to some observ­ 
ers, may be looking beyond that 
German city to the next trouble 
spot. 
It’s an old trick with the Com­ 
munists to turn crises on and off 
at will, and keep the Western 
powers in a constant turmoil to 
catch up. So where next the Red 
mischief? 
Both 
sides 
have made 
their 
bids, urging negotiations, threat­ 
ening force if necessary, maneu­ 
vering 
for 
world 
support 
and 
waiting for the other to take the 
initiative toward compromise. 
Now further developments on 
Berlin seem certain to await the 
West German elections in Sep­ 
tember and the Soviet Commu­ 
nist party congress in October. 
In the interim, observers look 
for Khrushchev to keep the pot 
of trouble at a steady boil. 
Before the year is out. he may 
step up Communist activities in 
such diverse places as Tunisia, 
the Congo or Brazil. 
New troubles also may be ex­ 
pected in the Far East, with the 
most likely target points being 
South Viet Nam. the Formosa 
Strait, Korea and Laos 
Looks To Africa 
Khrushchev already is said to 
have 
earmarked 
1962 
as 
the 
“ African year" in the Kremlin’s 
global atrategy. He's laving the 
groundwork now for a wider and 
systematic campaign of Soviet in­ 
filtration. 
He has collected a number of 
invitations and is expected to visit 
such African states as Tunisia. 
Morocco, the United Arab Repub­ 
lic, Guinea and Ghana ts a pre­ 
lude to further political and eco­ 
nomic penetration. 
He sent Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev on an Africa tour ear­ 
lier this year to make soundings 
and pave the way for his own 
visit. 
Thus far. Soviet successes in 
Africa 
have 
been 
considerable 
ever since Moscow got a foothold 
through its arms deal with Egypt 
four years ago. 
There have been setbacks, too. 
The Soviets were stopped in the 
Congo when Gen. Joseph Mobutu 
moved in as strong man to recon­ 
cile warring factions there and 
ousted the Soviet ambassador and 
his staff. Moscow held on through 
support of Stanleyville leader An­ 
toine Gizenga, and may yet worm 
itself into the inner Congo work­ 
ings now that Gizenga has be­ 
come a deputy premier of the 
central 
government at 
Leopold­ 
ville. 
If Khrushchev shifts his aim to 
Asia, there are a number of hot 
spots that can be heated up. Sec-, 
retary of State Dean Rusk was | 
reported to have told the British 
and French foreign ministers in 
Paris this week that the United 
States feels the situation in Com­ 
munist-menaced South Viet Nam 
has eased and that there are good 
chances of early settlement of the 
Laos conflict. 
Khrushchev has goodwill mis- 
aions visiting various places in 
South America at the moment, 
seeking to stir up trade relation­ 
ships for the Soviet Union and ul­ 
timately bring out resumption of 
diplomatic relations. Re-establish­ 
ment of relations is likely this 
year with 
Brazil, 
and 
possible 
with Chile. Overtures are being 
made to Ecuador, but with not 
much apparent success. 
Similar 
moves are beirg made elsewhere 
in Latin America. 
But even if the Soviet Union 
doesn't tie itself tightly to some 
of these Latin nations, there is a 
dangerous aooeal of communism 
to their residents. The Reds are 
making inroad 
in the poverty- 
Itricken region:, of northeast Bra­ 
zil. Mexico City and Montevideo, 
capital of Uruguay, are centers 
of Communist propaganda, as is 
Havana, capital of Fidel Castro’s 
Cuba, which is U> all intents and 
purposes a Red regime. 
The 
Communists 
could grasp 
control of all of Chile in the 1964 
elections. And later this month. 
Khrushchev could be the big gain­ 
er if f astro-tyoe communism es 
tablishes 
another 
beachhead 
in 
the American hemisphere through 
a Red victory in British Guiana, 
a crown colonv in the northeast 
corner of South America.

WASHINGTON (U P I)- Norman 
M. Clapp, head of the Rural Elec­ 
trification Administration (REA), 
today paid tribute to the credit 
rating of the rural population. 
The REA, a lending agency of 
the Agriculture D e p a r t m e n t , 
makes loans for the purpose of 
fianancing electric systems and 
telephone service in rural reas. 
Preference is given to non-profit 
and cooperative associations and 
to public bodies. The interest rate 
is 2 per cent. 
In a review of REA activities 
during 
fiscal 
year 
1961, 
Clapp 
noted that payment of interest 
and repayment of loans have been 
topnotch. 
“I know' of no other loan pro­ 
gram. public or private, in which 
the repayment record has been 
better than REA’s, “Clapp said. 
"Congress made a wise decision 
when it decided 25 years ago to 
trust the credit of rural people. 
Today we know that rural electri­ 
fication and rural telephony are 
two of the most successful invest­ 
ments ever made in our national 
economy." 
Clapp said that more than 1.4 
million peonle will benefit directly 
from electric and telephone loans 
made by the REA in fiscal 1961. 
Electric loans approved by the 
aeencv will enable borrowers to 
provide centra! electric service to 
116 659 new consumers, or about 
467.000 men. women, and children, 
assuming that each meter serves 
four persons. 
Telephone loans will result In 
new or improved service, all dial, 
for 241.245 subscribers, or about 
965.000 people.

of a rolled newspaper offers hopes 
as a lifesaver for fire-fighters that 
may be trapped by flames. 
The conical shelter, developed 
by the Forest Service at Missoula, 
Mont.. is being issued to fire­ 
fighters for f i e l d use where 
needed. 
The new device has been tested 
experimentally, but has not been 
proven in an actual fire hazard. 
In a man-made fire, a volunteer 
at the Missoula test center stayed 
inside the cone for 32 minutes 
while 
o u t s i d e 
temperatures 
reached more than 600 degrees 
fahrenheit. Inside the shelter tem­ 
perature was 130 degrees. 
When parked the cone attaches 
to the fire-fighter’s belt. It weighs 
about two pounds. It is made of 
aluminum foil with fire resistant 
cotton scrim and paper backing. 
When needed, it unfolds to make 
a conical, tent-like shelter for one 
person. Inside the shelter there 
are two loops that enable the oc­ 
cupant to hold it and keep wind 
from blowing it off. There is a slit 
for 
ventilation, 
and a 
flap to 
cover it when the heat is greatest

(UPI) - Remov­ 
ing hideous scars and tough guy 
tattoos is a key part of the Ore- 
g« n Correctional Institution's re­ 
habilitation program here. Supt. 
Paul J. Squier judger the 
two- 
year effort a big success. 
“A m an with an ugly scar on 
h.s face feels self-conscious and 
rejected,” Squier said. “A man s 
whole 
personality 
can 
change 
wren it is removed.” 
A scar on an 18-year-old inmate 
extended from his right eye down 
his cheek to below his jaw. It 
was entirely removed by plastic 
surgery. 
The 
institution, 
for first 
of­ 
fenders 'only, 
opened 
in 
May. 
1959. Its green buildings are lo­ 
cated five miles southeast of this 
Oregon capital city and the in­ 
stitution prefers to accept prison­ 
ers 26 years old and under. 
Many of the 268 inmates are 
teen-agers, 
and when sentenced 
some bear the tattoos of their 
•■gang” on their hands. 
Glad For Removal 
These tattoos bother them the 
most, Squier said "To the sm art­ 
er ones, it's no longer the mark 
of a tough guy. They’re glad to be 
rid of them.” 
At least 125 tattoos have been 
taken off. 
Another important phase of the 
program, which Squier launched 
in the fall of 1959. is the uncross­ 
ing of eyes and the removal of 
cataracts. 
There have been four such op­ 
erations—three to straighten eyes 
—all successful. 
“One man’s eyes were crossed 
so badly he wouldn’t look you in 
the eye,” Squier said. “ After the 
operation, he looked you -square 
n the eye and was proud as 
peacock. There was a tremendous 
improvement psychologically." 
Two of the three cross-eye cases 
were troublemaker» at the insti­ 
tution. But after the eyes w ere 
fued, 
their attitude 
completely 
changed, Squier said. 
Some of the men said that be­ 
cause of their impairments, “ even 
their mothers didn’t want t h e m 
around.'' One such inmate took to 
living in hobo jungles. He becam e 
a burglar, was caught and sen­ 
tenced here. His eyes were fixed 
during his sentence and he has 
since been released — “ a new 
man,” Squier said. 
The eye operations, removal of 
'he tattoos and plastic surgery on 
the scars are free, but an inm ate 
must request it. 
Immediately after an operation 
the institution notifies proper law 
enforcement agencie» of the lite r ­ 
al on in the man’s description. 
Two Portland. Ore., doctors p er­ 
form the work, 
donating 
their 
skills. Dr. A. G. Bettmann per- 
fuims the plastic surgery and Dr. 
Merrill Reeh does the eye work. 
The 
institution's 
program 
is 
fairly unique. Squier said, but it 
is an approved part of rehabili­ 
tation — “as im portant as any 
other phase.” 
Squier. a tough veteran of the 
federal penal system, got the idea 
v*htn he was warden at McNeil 
Is'and Federal Prison in W ashing­ 
ton State in 1942. He then had 


broken noses and cauliflower ears 
fixed. 
Squier begun his career as a 
guard at Alcatraz Prison in Cali­ 
fornia. Then he was a guard at 
McNeil Island beginning in 1924, 
rising through the ranks to cap­ 
tain. deputy warden and warden 
in 1940. 


He 
took over the Washington 
Stcte 
Reformatory 
ai 
Monroe, 
Wash., in 1952, then accepted the 
Oregon post. 
Squier hopes to expand the pro- 
grom here. A 25-year-old inmate 
with 
a smashed 
nose wants it 
straightened and Squier hopes to 
accommodate him.
